SUBJECT: A i r Taxi Operators and Commercial Operators of Small A i r c r a f t 
Extension of Comment Period 

The F l i g h t Standards Service o f the Federal A v i a t i o n Agency 
proposed i n D r a f t Release 62-48, published i n the Federal Register 
on November 8, 1962 (27 F.R. 10900), a new Part 125 of the Federal 
A v i a t i o n Regulations t o prescribe r u l e s a p p l i c a b l e t o a i r t a x i and 
commercial operations w i t h small a i r c r a f t . That D r a f t Release 
stated t h a t c o n s i d e r a t i o n would be given t o a l l comments received 
on or before January 25, 1963. 

Representatives of the H e l i c o p t e r A s s o c i a t i o n of America have 
requested a d d i t i o n a l time t o allow the h e l i c o p t e r operating i n d u s t r y 
t o coordinate comments on the proposal. Therefore, the time w i t h i n 
which comments on Federal A v i a t i o n Regulations D r a f t Release No. 62-48 
w i l l be received i s extended t o March 1, 1963,
